Back Reconstruction of 
Fighters as Duty 
| of Nation. 


New York, Aug. 3.—[Special. ]—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and Charles M. Schwab 
are contributors to the August issue 
of “Carry On,” a magazine on the re- 
construction of disabled soldiers and 
sailors which is edited by the office of 
Surgeon Gen. William C. Gorgas.

It) 
should also be given intelligently.

“However long the war may last, 
the stream of supplies must be main- 
tained. The German army has a con- 
tinuous line. It is connected with its 
sources of supply by railways, and it 
can move its military impedimentia 
from the factory behind the lines swift- 
ly as well as cheaply, varying the sup- 
ply arrangements with ease. 

“As to the British army: the Eng- 
lish channel Hes between it and its 
main bases of supply. That means 
that the British authorities are com- 
pelled to maintain behind the lines 
larger supplies. The American army 
is about 100 times as far removed from 
its bases of supplies as the British 
army, and that fact exaggerates the 
difficulties of the tonnage problem, be- 
cause not only must large reserves be 
maintained of military material and 
food, but provision must be made on 
a vast scale for extensive workshops, 
hospitals, and so on. 


U. S. Achievements in France. 


“Not until the war is over shall we 
be able to form a complete conception 
of the enormous quantity of stores of 
all kinds which have had to be brought 
across the Atlantic. I believe that the 
American army now has in France 
a railroad with more miles of track and 
a heavier equipment than the Erie rail- 
road. But that is not all, for there 
is no more remarkable feature of this 
transport movement than the success 
with which the Americans have trans- 
formed some of the French ports. They 
have brought them up to the highest 
standards on. the United States sea-

War Has Developed Salvage. 
LONDON; Aug. 3.—Of 400 . British 
ships sunk in the last two and a half 
years, at least 50 per cent have been 
raised from the bottom of the sea.

Born Here in 1835. ‘ 

Mr. Clybourn was born Oct. 14, 1835, 
and was 83 ye old. Through an 
error the date of his birth had pre- 
viously been reported as 1839. He was 
a son of Archibald Clybourn, who. 
came to Chicago in’ 1823 and started 
the first slaughter house in this sec- 
tion, becoming known later as _ the 


Archibald Clybourn lived first in a 
log cabin on Elston avenue, but later 
put up a brick house, which was the 
finest residence in Chicago at the time 
and was a landmark for years. This 
was the first brick building in Chi- 
cago. Archibald Clybourn’s daughter 
Sarah is believed two have been the 
first white girl born in Chicago. 


Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, is in 
hearty accord with the plan first. sug- 
gested by THE TrisuNe to make this 
year’s celebration of Labor day the — 
greatest in labor’s history, not only in 
Chicago but throughout the country.

‘Gompers, “the celebration of Labor 
day appears to have lost some of its 
former zest. This year, the first year 
in which we are actually ‘in the war,’ 
so far as active participation in it is 
concerned, labor should use its dis- 
tinctive holiday for the purpose of {n- 
tensifying its own and thg hational pa- 
triotic endeavor. 

“This was the practically unanimous 
opinion of the last convention of the 
A. F. of L. in St. Paul in June, when 
it passed the resolution recommending 
the slogan to be adopted for Labor day 
everywhere, and also recommending 
that labor on that day exemplify its 
devotion to the nation’s cause. 

“I am'particularly gratified at the}. 
steps which Chicago—the greatest in- 
dustrial center in the country—has 
taken for the observance of tha day, 
and at the manner in which the entire 
citizenry of the city has entered into 
the spirit of the thing. I am quite 
gure that other cities will follow Chi- 
cago’s lead and that Labor day this 
year .will be not only the greatest but 
the most patriotic demonstration of 
the workers throughout the country 
that the nation ever has known.”

I suppose it is used for sweetening

“ Hereafter, when any tobacco firm 
wants sugar it must send its request 
to W. R. Perkins, 511 Fifth avenue, 
New: York. : This will release a large 
amount of sugar for necessary uses. 

‘““We have found that a single firm 
at the stockyards had been using 500.- 
000 pounds of sugar’ a month. 

“Another concern wants 300,000 
pounds of sugar to use in putting up 
sweet pickles, but when-we held that 
sweet pickles were not essentials, the 
firm agreed to go out of the pickle 
business for the time being.

In the matter of vocational training 
it is pointed out that training. camps 
will aid young people to find vocations 
to which they are best suited. Also 
the camps would establish a communi- 
ty of interest and eliminate the group 
lines of cleavage.

Again. 


The garden'‘committee of the State 
Council of Defense has concluded to 
consider as eligible for TRIBUNE gar- 
den medals only those who persevere 
to the end of the growing season, mak- 
ing the available soil produce all it is 
capable’ of. 

Thus the spasmodic gardener who 
raised a single crop of quickly matur- 
ing greens and then quit is not in the 
same class with the one who carefully 
planned and executed a system of crop 
rotation to derive a continuous eupply 
of vegetables. The lax gardener who 
started correctly, only to neglect his 
plot and abandon it to weeds when 
hot weather came, is not to be re- 
warded like the diligent, steadfast 
worker who keeps his plot clean and 
prevents the spread of disease and in- 
sects by untiring effort.

bait. Trollers use a small spinner, 
usually of brass, with or without a 
minnow, and catch many fish with this 
rig. A brass Colorado spinner, which 
whirls the hook and bait as well as 
the blade is a killer on these fishes,

A trait of the white bass that ap- 
peals to the scientific angler is that 
he rises beautifully to the fly, hitting 
it with great, good gusto, and, when 
fought on a light fly rod, he sure lets 
you know he is there. Using No. 10 
coachman or professor files, we have 
occasionally taken three fish “at a 
crack,” and often two. It must be sald 
however, that the fish taken on the 
surface are likely to be the smaller 
ones, although this is less true when 
fishing after sundown. ;

When you see a “ white bass” with 
the black lines along its side broken 
or dropped a half space and its back 
ins joined it is a yellow or striped 
bass. These fish were once common in 
certain lakes in northern Indiana. 
They are said to reach a weight of 
five pounds and are game fishes in 
every sense of the word and wonder- 
fully “ good estin’.” : 

The size of these fish varies in dif- 
ferent waters, but a good average 
would be four or five fish to the pound; 
one weighing a half to a full pound fs 
large, while a two-pounder could be 
called a lunker—there is at least one 
lake. in southern Wisconsin where 
white bass average nearly a pound in 
weight. Whatever size you get them, 
they are excellent pan fishes, with a 
distinctive flavor.

Pecause of the demand for reinsur- 
ance facilities, due to the retirement 
of the German companies and the rapid 
. increases in lines, the reinsurance bu- 
reau is preparing to increase its facil- 
{ties. A committee appointed to con- 
sider the proposition has unanimously 
recommended the formation of another 
‘unit of reinsurance, to become opera- 
tive as soon as the required 100 per 
cent of subscriptions has been received. 
Subscriptions are open to the entire 
membership and the same rules pre- 


vail as in the original bureau. The ‘ca Chicago 


pacity is to be $200,000 on ordinary 


risks and $300,000 on fireproof and Philadel. 


sprinklered risks. Cessions from mem- 
bers are limited to $10,000 on ordi- 
nary and $15,000 on fireproof and sprin- 
‘klered risks, all on the single cession 
basis. After Oct. 1 the original bu- 
reau will accept single cessions only, 
limiting the double cessions formerly 
allowable in case of a larger retention, | 
end the second unit will provide ca 
pacity for the risks curtailed by this 
ruling. On the new unit each company 
must retain $2,500, which will give it a 
‘Better classification than the original 
unit, where the retention was $1,500.

ner, or some kettle large enough to 
hold all the cans you like to put up 
at one time and deep enough so that 
they may be immersed completely and 
an inch more, with still space above 


so that the water will not boil over? 


Get your canner in order, making or 
buying a false bottom for a home 
made outfit, unless you have the in- 
dividual holders. : 

All cans that have been standing 
empty should be brought out and 
washed thoroughly. If they are not 
right then to be put on the fire, filled, 
and covered with cold water, to be 
raised and held at sterilizing tempera- 
ture, put them away well covered, so 
that they will be ready at a minute’s 
notice to be sterilized. 

Old mason jars and tops should be 
tested by filling them with hot water 
and a rubber and inverting. Old tops 
of several years back must be thor- 
oughly sterilized with the jars, and 
the edges smoothed down with a heavy 
and dull knife, if they have been care- 
lessly bent out of shape. Of course, if 
the porcelain inside is cracked they 
should be discarded. 

The bail that clamps down the glass 
tops, if it does not go down with a 
good spring, may easily be removed 
and bent into shape. Take it in both 
hands and press down in the middle 
with both thumbs. Do not bend it too 
much, for if it goes down with too 
much of a snap it will break the jar. 


* & 
With the same heavy knife it is a 


good plan to go around the tops of new 


jars to scrape off any slivers of glass 
found thereon. Thesé cut through the 
rubber and cause it to deteriorate, so 
that the can will leak.

The lack 
of certificates has also made it pos- 
sible for unscrupulous parents and 
employers to exploit young children 
regardless of the child labor laws, and 
other legal complications concerning 
inheritance arise for the same cause.

A most important feature then in 
prophylaxis is to teach the mother how 
to feed and care for the child all the year 
round in order that by keeping well the 
child may maintain a high grade of in- 
testinal resistance. 

The simplest form of bowel trouble in 
babies some physicians éall dyspepsia. In 
this condition the food is not agreeing 
with the child, but, in spite of that, the 
child is thriving moderately. There may 
be spells of colic. Regurgitation may go 
to the point of vomiting. There is an oc- 
casional green stool, an occasional diar- 
rhea, mucus is found in the stools with 
some frequency, the stools may be sour; 
frequently the urine smells like am- 
monia, In this condition the food is gen- 
erally too rich for the child, but as the 
symptoms are mild and the child is get- 
ting older all the time the chances are 
good that if matters are allowed to drift 
presently the child will be old enough 
to digest and assimilate the food, where- 
upon the symptoms will gradually les- 
sen and finally disappear, This policy of 
drifting is moderately safe in winter, but

the rule is that if the urin® becomes 
ammoniaca] \or mucus appears in é the 
stools or the stools are green or are 
sour, the strength of the milk mixture 
should be lowered and kept lower until 
the symptoms have disappeared. In 
fa summer rule is to lessen the 
food, even though the baby is thriving, 
whenever a hot spell comes, 

Much of the food goes to make heat. 
There is no way of avoiding that. In cold 
weather this heat is needed, but not so 
in summer. It is just as well that the 
baby doeg not have the regular weckly 
increase in weight during hot spells.

Next in seriousness ts aeute tntestinal 
indigestion. In this condition diarrhea 
is prominent. The stools are persistently 
green, there is mucus and there may be 
a little blood. The temperature may go 
to 104 degrees, and the child is restless 
and in pain occasionally, but, in spite of 
these symptoms, the child does not seem 
to be much sick, Very little provocation 
is needed to send a baby’s temperature 
to 104 degrees and to cause restlessness. 
Such cases are much more likely to be 
treated lightly than they are to cause 
| undue uneasiness. . 

Just this group of cases are those 
which, neglected, lead to dysentery and 
cholera infantum.’ Kerley says that 99 
per cent of cases of serious bowel trouble 
give a history of a mild Glarrheal at- 
tack preceding' the severe condition. He 
gays: \“ The time to treat these cases 
of intestinal indigestion, in order to se- 
eure the most effective prevention of 
grave disease, jg before the physician 
gees the patient. The reduction in the 
mortality rests in the education of the 
mother to the point of recognizing that 
@ loose green stool is a danger signal. 
When it occurs she is to give a dose of 
castor oil: (two teaspoonfuls), stop the’ 
bottlé, or stop the nursing and give the 
baby boiled water or bariey water until 
the physician can see the patient,

for from twelve to thirty-six hours, Dur- 
ing this time it can take boiled water or 
cereal water as freely as it desires. It 
may be necessary to sweeten the water 
slightly. 

In bottle fed babies it may be necessary 
to give no milk for as long as five days. 
During this time oatmeal and barley 
water should be given freely. Some chil- 
dren can take a thin oatmeal gruel or 
other thin cereal gruel. After the trouble 
has apparently come under control, a 
tablespoonful of boiled skimmed miik 
can be added to a feeding of gruel. If 
this causes no trouble by the time of the 
second feeding thereafter two table- 
spoonsful may be added. Thus gradu- 
ally the strength of the milk mixture 
used before the attack Is attained. 

It is not good judgment for the parents 
to give any diarrhea mixture or loose 
bowel mixture of any sort. One or two 
doses of castor oil is far enough for 
them to go. If more néedication is indi- 
cated a physician should have charge 
of it. 


Among other directions for the preven- 
tien of serious “bowel trouble. in babies 
are these: No milk is to be fed to a baby 
unless it is clean, fresh, and cold. A 
mother cannot raise any large propor- 
tion of her babies if.she buys milk from 


“Careless dealers or buys milk at a bar- 


gain because it is cheaper than other 
milk. Babies cannot be kept healthy 
unless: there is an icebox to keep the 
milk in. Any man can take a’ small 
wooden box, a tin can, a few newspapers, 
and a little sawdust or shavings and 
make an icebox fn an hour. If sawdust 


shavings are not handy a little’ dirt | 


heated in the stove until dry will do, 
Every health department gives away di- 
rections for making household iceboxes. 

If a mother is not certain that the 
milk is sweet, fresh, clean, and cold, she 
should play safety first. Unless she 
knows that the milk has been pasteurized 
she had better set the bottle in het water 
and pasteurize it. The mother should 
wash her hands with soap and water be- 
fore fixing the baby’s food or cleaning 
the milk bottles. 

The soiled napkins should be placed at 
once in a@ covered vessel, preferably in a 
3 per cent formalin solution. 

Flies must not be allowed in @ room 
whére the baby is. 

And, lastly, the mother must recognize 
green stools and loose bowels as danger 
signals. 

Kerley says: “Comparatively few 
cases of intestinal disease seem to be 
much sick at the outset. There may be 


vomiting, several green, watery stools,| ~

and a slight elevation of temperature, 
Prompt treatment at titis time, even in a 


“crowded tenement, usually means prompt | 


recovery. When treatment is delayed 
and the administration of milk is con- 
tinued severe illness is almost the in- 


variable result.” 


. There is not ned use In writing ae 
the more severe forms of infantile diar- 
rhea since these are cared for, or should 
be in all cases by physicians and nurses, 
Acute dysentery is due to infection with 
some bacillus. A considerable percentage 
of the cases is due to infection with some 
one of the dysentery bacilli. In this dis- 
ease there is a good deal of blood and 
mucus in the stools. Passages are fre- 
quent, sometimes as often as once an 
hour. There may be vomiting. There is 
considerable fever in most cases, The 
child has the appearance of being very 
sick. Milk must be withdrawn from the 
diet. Since the disease continues for sev- 
eral days and usually for two or three 
weeks, it is necessary to give some food. 
Gruels are commonly given, Some chil- 
dren take soy bean soups and gruels 
Some take what is known as 
Eiwiss milk. Some can take buttermilk. 
Medication and, for that matter, direc- 
tion of the feeding must be left to the 
physician or nurse, or both. . 

CHOLERA INFANTUM—The severe 
symptoms of this disease are generally 
preceded by a few days of ordinary diar- 
rhea, Then the severe symptoms develop 
suddenly. Vomiting is a prominent symp- 
tom. The bowel movements are copious, 
green, and watery. They occur with 
great frequency. There may or may not 
be fever. The prostration is extreme. 
The child becomes holfow eyed and the 
features become drawn and pinched 
within a few hours. It is probable that 
cholera infantum is due at least to two 
factors which may act jointly. One is 
spolled food and, of course, spoiled milk 
in the main. The other is heat. Cholera 
infantum has been classed as a form/ 
of heat stroke.
